It is to bi 
for the purpose of furnishing the 
institution with a home supply of 
exys, the intention of the medica! 
authorities in charge teing to make 
eggs and milk the two big iteme 
on tho asylum diet, and the depart 
ment of agriculture, which is now 
idministering the farm, is arrang 
ing accordingly for more dairyiow 
and poultry farming asa part of 
the service. 

About forty acres of land will be 
set apart for the purpose, aud the 
selection of a site has been made 
by Hon. George Hoadley, It it 
proposed to put 100) chickens o° 
the farm this year, with probably 
one-half of them lay4rs, and ulti- 
mately the plant will trave a ca pac 
ity of 2000, They will be of the 
Leghorn variety, and urrangements 
for stocking the plant will be made 
as soon as the public works depart- 
ment can get the nesessary build- 
ings put up.

Ah! it’s mother again She 
teurries through her housework in the 
early morning. aud after two or three 
hours’ workin the garden wnder the 
burning san she returus; but does she 
geta momentsrest? No—it's time to 
wet dinner, and as she would be more 
p'eased to let the men rest instead she 
continues to put herself last, In the 
numerous littl accidents which hap- 
pen inthe home, where do they find 
assistance and attendance? I's in 
mother, Where advice is necessary, 
is mo her the question box? She 
locks like it doesn't she? Who is 
m ased more than mother when she is 
separated for a time from her dear 
ones? Surely no one could take ber 
piace for her undying love and ever- 
asting happy spiritix one of God's 
precious instruments in the home, 

When God Almighty sends one of 
hie childrer into this world as a 
mother he places upon her a great 
reeponsibility. It relies to a large 
extent on her as to whether Christ will 
make his abode at the head of the 
home or not. Mether has an advant 
age over father in being with the 
children all the time, and they learn 
to regard and obey her advices, In 
the short stories which she tells at 
bed time, what is more interesting to 
the little innocent child than those 
taken from the word of God?
